Worth, 

You will recall that Pastor Norman brought up some ideas at our last board meeting regarding access to 
guns, and I suggested you might be a good person to pursue whether his ideas were something the city 
could do. 

Specifically, I believe he suggested the following: 

First, try to get "tax supported venues" (the Agricenter, convention center, etc.) to stop scheduling gun 
shows. Apparently, Nashville/Davidson County has taken that step. 

Second, amend the sign ordinance to prohibit or restrict signs advertising gun sales. Pastor Norman 
noted that pawn shops, for example, can have a proliferation of portable signs, etc. advertising gun 
sales. It would be interesting to see if other cities have passed ordinances along those lines. 

It would be great if you could have someone on the Council staff (maybe in consultation with the city 
attorney's office) look into these possibilities.
